CANON CITY, Col., Oct. 4.—The 
Colorado State Penitentiary mutiny 
came to a deadly close early today 
with another chapter of murders 
when Danny Daniels, the besieged 
prisoners’ leader, shot his own lieu- 
tenants and turned the weapon upon 
himself. : 

The rebellion resulted in the: 
of seven guards and five con 
injury to a dozen other persons 
property loss estimated at $500, 
Of the guards who lost their li 
the convicts slew four as helpl 
hostages one by one, attempting th 
to compel Warden F. E. Crawford 
accede to their demands that a clear 
road be granted to them ina dash 
for liberty. 

Nine of the hostages escaped with 
their lives. Three of them were 
wounded, two outwitted. their cap- 
tors and four were set free to take 
messages to the besiegers. 

The convict leader and his pails 
had sent out word that they would 
commit. suicide if their revolt should 
fail. Only seven cartridges were left 
in his pocket, when Daniels conclud- 
ed he could not intimidate Warden 
Crawford and the national guards- 
men into granting him and his band 
safe conduct. 

Even then national guardsmen 
were bringing up inch field pieces 
to blast the mutineers out of the 
stone-walled cell house in which they 
had made their last stand. 


Dynamiting Pian Failed. 


The artillery was sent for after, the 
beseigers had been balked by the 
failure of dynamite to blast a way 
through the cellhouse wall. The 
blast -was placed by Father Patrick 
O’Neil of Holy Cross Abbey, who, 
incensed by the wanton slaughter of 
the guards, volunteered to run the 
line of fire and set the explosive. 
He was not wounded. 

It was almost two hours after the 
last of the-mutineers had fallen be- 
fore any of the besieging guards and 
troops realized what had happened, 
and. then, out of the deadly cell 
house stronghold came 200 cowering 
convicts and two hostages who had 
been spared by some whim of their 


captors’ from the murderous fury 
which they had unleashed.

Heaps of Flowers on the Coffins. 


The dead men were Randolph Hall, 
23 years old; George Jonas, 65; Sam 
Vickers, 50, and Luther Bryson, 23. | 
Their gray coffins of painted pine | 
rested in a row under the shade of | 
the oak trees tinged with autumnal 
hues and were blanketed with heaps | 
of dahlias and red mountain sage, 
peonies, lillies and carnations. A few 
old women, veterans of the cotton 
mills, brought wreaths of artificial | 
flowers. 

The grove is on land owned by 
G. A. Bradley, justice of the peace, 
who signed the complaint on which 
Sheriff Adkins and fourteen others, 
including eight of his deputies, were 
yesterday held for murder. 

Three more deputies were held on 
the same charge today, Robert Ward, 
H. M. Owens and Tom Gowan. Like 
the others, they were released in 
$2,000 bail each. 

Arrested in connection with the 
tragedy were also forty strikers. 
charged with resistance, conspiracy 
and ‘‘rebellion.’”?

The strikers built the low wooden 
stands on which rested the coffins, 
draped with white ribbons bearing 
the initials of the United Textile 
Workers of America, the strike or- 
ganization, and also a wooden, flow- 
er embanked platform.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—President 
Hoover acted promptly upon Con- 
troller McCarl’s report to Congress 
on financial operations of the Mer- 
chant Fleet Corporation of the Unit- 
ed States Shipping Board in which 
he declared that ships had been sold 
to irresponsible concerns which 
might be unable to meet obligations. 
The President today directed Attor- 
ney General Mitchell to make a study 
of this report in all its aspects, espe- 
cially the financial transactions of 
the Merchant Fleet Corporation. 

The report, the President observed 

today, makes no charge of maifea- 
sance, but alleges bad business judg- 
ment cn the part of members of the 
Merchant Fieet Corporation. 
. The investigation to be made by 
the Department of Justice will ro 
into the legal aspects to determine 
whether there has been ‘any viola- 
tion of law, it was announced.

Applause Marks Course of Party

- WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—Accorded 
unusual official honors little short of 
those due a crowned head or other 
chief of State, James Ramsay Mac- 
Donald, Prime Minister of Great 
Britain, came to Washington this af- 
ternoon ‘‘to celebrate by a hand- 
shake,”’..as; he» had. expressed it in 
London, the propitious beginning of 
the momentous tindertaking upon 
which the British and American Gov- 
ernments, haxye embarked of making 
a practical approach to perpetuating 
world Beace ‘by ending competition 
in naval armaments. 

The ' handshake,’ symbol of the 
‘greater things which the two govern- 
ments have in mind, took place at 
the White House, where President 
Hoover received distinguishéd 
Britisher two hours after his arrival 
in Washington. How important was 
the handshake in its expression of 
the cordiality of the American Gov- 
ernment and people toward the head 
of the British Government, Mr. Mac- 
Donald made known when he re- 
ceived representatives of the press at 
the British Embassy this evening. 

He told how deeply moved he was 
and how, hard he found to put into 
words how grateful he felt for the 
tumultuous greeting he received in 
New York and the warmth of his 
official and popular reception in: the 
nation’s capital... More than that, he 
went on, in rich, deep tones, punctu- 
ated by a strong Scotch burr, to point 
out the significance of his American 
welcome to the people of both his 
own and this country. 


Good Understanding His Aim. 


The Prime Minister stressed that 
the primary. object of his visit was to 
make less likely any misunderstand- 
ing between the United States and 
Great Britain. Misunderstanding, he 
said, was the trouble in .the world 
today, and he appealed to the. Amer- 
ican press to do its part in removing 
it from the intercourse of nations. 
With a bit. of emphasis in his voice, 
he pointed out that his visit here had 
no suggestion..of anything like an 
alliance. 

America, he declared,. was fortun- 
ate in being so far removed from 
Europe as. not to require anything 
in the nature of an alliance. To pro- 
mote good understanding, to remove 
misunderstanding, that was a chief 
object of his coming to America, and 
in, this. connection: he .stressed the 
hope ‘ that his conversations. with 
President Hoover would further the 
cause of peace. The President and 
himself, he assumed,. would. survey 
the large problems of international 
peace, and he indicated that neithér 
the President nor himself had any 
idea of spending much time in de- 
tailed talks.

That the visit of the Prime Minis- 
ter is primarily one of good-will and 
actuated by a desire to promote 
friendly relations between the United 
State and Great Britain is wel] un- 
derstood in Washington. What he 
said to his newspaper visitors to the 
embassy was quite in accord with 
the understanding of this govern-: 
ment as to the scope and character | 
of his trip to America. 

Hope of establishing fundamentals 
for the preservation of peace, not 
only between the British and Ameri- 
can Governments but between all the 
nations of the world. will dominate 
the conversations in which President 
Hoover and the Prime Minister are 
about to engage. There is no inten- 
tion on the part of either partici- 
pant to discuss any technical ques- 
tions in relation to their intensive 
effort of the last few months to bring 
about an understanding that will end 
competition in naval armaments. 

The important question of cruiser 
tonnage will have no part, or. at the 
most a merely casual part. in their 
personal exchanges. is is regard- 
ed as mainly a technical question and 
within the range of being easily solv- 
able in the formal disarmament con- 
ference soon to be called by the Brit- 
ish Government. 

Mr. MacDonald did not bring any 
naval technical experts with him, and 
even if any such idea were contem- 
plated by the United States, it is felt 
here that it would be unfair to bring 
orward the technical matter of 
cruiser tonnage when the Prime Min- 
ister is not backed by expert advisers. 

The two governments having 
agreed to eto in naval strength as 
between themselves, and the United 
States being prepared to fix its naval 
strength at any point which Britain 
feels it necessary to establish her 
own fleet, the conversations between 
the President and the Premier will 
be on broad general lines having for 
their object the better assurance of 
preserving the peace of the world. 

Problems other than those which 
pertain to maintaining world tran- 
quillity will have no part in the con- 
versations between the President 
and his visitor, according to the 
understanding prevailing here. As 
Mr. MacDonald made plain tonight, 
there is to be no discussion of any- 
thing resembling or suggesting an 
entente or an alliance. 

No reference to the tariff in its 
effect on international relations is 
expected, and it may be taken for 
granted that difficulties over prohi- 
bition which have arisen in cases like 
that of the I’m Alone will not be | 
mentioned in their exchanges. 

Premier MacDonald had declared 
that there was no intention of dis-

Crowd Grows Denser.

Half way up the avenue, as the gov: 
ernment workers began to pour from 
the Post Office Department and the 
District Building, the welcoming 
crowds grew thicker and the greet- 
ings more demonstrative. 

As the Prime Minister’s car passed 
close to the loading platforms of the 
street railway, the home-going 
crowds. leaned close to the windows 
of the official car and waved friend- 
ly greetings, or doffed their hats re- 
spectfully, the Prime Minister bow- 
ing and smiling in response. 

Approaching the treasury 
when the parade passed through 
Executive Avenue, the crowds were 
even greater, mostly government 
workers quitting the treasury, and a 
ripple of applause greeted the Prime 


nister. 

Passing between the cold gray 
walls of the treasury and the east 
entrance to the White House, where 
the man he had crossed the Atlantic 
to see awaited his coming, the 
Prime Minister’s eyes were stiffly 
forward.

Another throng greeted the visitor 
as the parade again crossed Penn- 
sylvania Avenue, where traffic had 
been halted and a jam of automo- 
biles had piled up.

Premier MacDonald’s Statement. 


Speaking directly to the correspon- 
dents, Mr. MacDonald said: 

Ladies and gentlemen, I am very

That is, I really am deeply moved

Voices Hope of All British. 


Their desire for cordial friend- 
ship with your people is very great 
and very profound, and they are 
praying, they have been praying 
for weeks since they knew that 
this visit was likely to take place, 
that a way might be found to bring 
them in heart and in spirit closer 
and closer to your people here. 

Do not make any misunderstand- 
ing about that, because I see that 
sometimes it is said elsewhere that 
either one or other of us has the 
idea of coming to an alliance.

America is blessed beyond words 
in occupying such a special posi- 
tion that she does not require to 
consider anything in the nature of 
an alliance.

Will Survey Large Aspects. 

_I do not know if I can say any- 
thing in addition to that which 
would be very prefitable at the 
present récement. Neither your 
President,~/ believe, nor. myself—I 
can certainly talk for myself—have 
any idea of spending much time in 
discussing details. We should like 
to survey together the large and 
wide, the high and deep problems 
of international peace. 

We have had our experiences of 
international war. We have all 
taken risks in the making of war 
and in the going into wars. Isn't 
it time, my friends, that we should 
take some risks to secure peace? 

As long as we think of peace in 
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terms of war we will never get 

peace. As soon as we think of in- 

ternational dangers in. terms of 
eace and with the detremination - 

o maintain: peace, then I have got 
the belief: and the faith that we 
shall maintain peace. There is 
nothing that is more inimical to a 
final establishment of peace than a - 
mentality which assumes that you 
have got to be prepared for a pas- 
sible war. ; 

Now America has done the worla 
a very great service in sponsorin 
the Kellogg pact. The pact o 
peace signed in Paris only a few 
months ago is one of the most sub- 
stantial advances toward the es- 
tablishment of peace that ever has 
been made, and for that Europe 
has to thank America. 

To Go On From’ the Pact, 

Now, why should we not go on? 
We have’all signed this pact. “We 
have declared that war no longer 
enters into our minds as a national 
policy. Shall we not all and al- 
ways assume that it is going to be 
effective? kg 

That is the whole problem of in- 
ternational affairs, to make the 
poet of peace not only something 
that is put on paper, not orily 
something that is signed, but some- 
thing that is actively influencing 
us and all international policy. 

Another--point, and probably the 
last point I need mention to you 
is: Do not, in whatever you: say 
about this, do not say anything 
that will give other nations cause 
for assuming that what we are 
doing is hostile in any shape or 
form to them. Nothing is further 
from our thoughts. 

Any contribution to the end that 
the United States and ourselves 
should think more in harmony is 
not meant to be, and must not be 
taken to be an attempt to leave out 
other nations. It is quite the op- 
posite. ; 

Nothing, T am sure, would please 
both of us more than that any suc- 
cessful removal of misunderstand- 
ing between America and Great 
Britain should. be at: once followed 
by removal of other misunderstand- 
ings with or between other natiuns. 
We have no exclusive ideas in 
n¥nd at all. 
| I thinx that is sufficient to give 
you a general idea of what we 
hope to do. I hope that as a resuit 
of our conversations there will be 
a warmer and still more cordial 
relationship between our two coun- 
tries; and if that happens I shall 
go back a very contented and a 
very happy man. 


Tells of Conference Plans. 


Mr. MacDonald was asked when 
the invitation to attend a formal 
conference of the five powers on

America’s Position Critical. 


When the naval agréement is made, 
the powers will then have to take up, 
in relation to that agreement, prob- 
lems of disarmament in the air and 
on the land. And in these, as in 
the naval questions, the United States 
will have to play ap mportant part 
if ultimate-success is te be achieved. 

No one in England o# or the Con- 
tinent questions ‘the ‘po@ecrful posi- 
tion which America occupies today. 
It is the point of view of Great 
Britain, as well as of other nations, 
that the United States has already 
won her ‘‘place in the sun” as a 
power, but, unless she cooperates 
now and for years to come, respon- 
sible statesmen of the Old World 
despair of satisfactory solution of the 
disarmament question. 

Great Britain is not going to vom- 
mit herself to anv agreement about 
ships; either in the form of a seated, 
signed and delivered document or of 
a gentleman’s agreement which 
takes in account only the British and 
American Navies. 

The present English Government, 
and in fact the people of the whole 
British Empire, are not greatly con- 
cerned about the number of ships 
that America builds. It has been re- 
marked that America could fill the 
whole Atlantic full of ships so that 
the statesmen of the two English- 
speaking nations might walk across, 
and no attention would be paid to 
this aspect of the matter so far as 
calculating British naval needs is 
concerned. 

However, once let the country of. 
let us say, Timbuctoo build ships 
because Americans are building 
ships, and Great Britain must take 
immediate notice and regulate her 
naval needs to this situation. 


Will Avoid Predetermination. 


That is why Premier MacDonald 
and President Hoover are so anxious 
to avoid any suggestion that an 
Anglo-American naval agreement is 


to be laid upon the table of the 
five-power conference. For example, 
should Messrs. MacDonald and Hoo- 
ver decide that they want ‘‘X’’ and 
‘Y’’ cruisers, respectively, it is not 
at all unlikely that events at the 
conference would cause them to de- 
cide that they must have entirely 
different kinds and numbers of 
cruisers. 

It has been determined that there 
will be a formal agenda at the con- 
ference. There will be battleships 
with ages, dates, tonnage and gun 
calibres to consider. There will be 
cruisers, destroyers and submarines. 

The whole matter will be thorough- 
ly threshed out; and, if an agree- 
ment is reached, it will, as I have al- 
ready emphasized, be but a further 
atep along the disarmament road 
which will lead ultimately to Geneva 
and land and air reductions. 

Too much accentuation cannot be 
piaced upon the sheer idealism with 
which Premier MacDonald has un- 
dertaken this trip to Washington. 
It has been called a voyage of ex- 
Ploration to see if the “‘new diplo- 
macy,’’ about which the Prime 
Minister has given so much thought, 
cannot be made practicable. 

It will be recalled that, as leader 
of the opposition, Mr. MacDonald 
came to erica two years ago with 
very much the samé purpose in mind, 
but unfortunately Ssremecoscus laid 
him low in Philadelphia and put an 
end to his activities.

SHANGHAI, Oct. 4.—In anticipa- 
tion of trouble in the Canton delta 
the American gunboat Mariposa has 
been ordered up the river from Can- 
ton to Wuchow and three destroyers 
sailed today from Shanghai for Can- 
ton. 

Canton is momentarily quiet, six 
steamers containing Nanking troops 
having arrived. Nanking official 
circles declare that government 
forces have achieved a signal victory 
over General Chang Fak-wei’s rebels, 
which would be tantamount to crush- 
ing the rebellion. 

They declare that General Chang’s 
army is scattered and the only ob- 
stacle toward re-establishing peace 


is to defeat the forces of the 
Kwangsi faction, against which puni- 
tive orders were issued to General 
Ho Chien, Hunan commander, who

Revorts have it that General Liu 
Chien-nien, the war.Lord controlling 
Che-foo, organized a ‘drive’ against 
the Red Spears around Tenchow. 
But the Red: Spears were warned in 
advance and escaped to the moun- 
tains. General Liu’s troops, pene 
trating the Tenchew district from 
the right and left, closed in and 
demolished sixteen villages, killing 
3,000 men, women and .children, all 
declared to be innocent peasantry. 

Semi-official news from Manchuria 
declares that Chinese retaliation for 
the last Russian raid on Manchuli 
resulted in nearly 1,500. Russian 
casualties, of which more than 300 
were killed. The Chinese are ap- 
prehensive. lest the freezing of the 
ground, which would facilitate motor 
transport of troops across the Man- 
churian plains, is the prelude to a 
general Russian advance. 





Border Clashes Worst Recorded. 


TOKIO, Oct. 4 (®.—Official dis- 
patches from Manchuria today in- 
dicated that the border clashes be- 


tween Chinese and Russian soldiers 
during the past three days were 
among the worst so far recorded. 
Each side accused the other of start- 
ing the attack. One report said 200 
Chinese soldiers had been killed. 
Russian planes were said to have

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 4.—A 
report recently published from China 
concerning the resignation tendered 
by General Ho Ying-Ching as direc- 
tor of the Training and Supervisory 
Department at Nanking, was ex- 
plained as a mere formality at the 
Chinese Legation today, upon the 
basis of official advices from its gov- 


ernment. 

General Ho, it was said, submitted 
his resignation according to the 
Chinese custom on the death of his 
father, The government refused to 
accept it, and instead granted him a 
two months’ leave of obsence in order 
that he might comply with all the 
requirements of mourning.

He. was then told 
that after he had been buried one 
of our members would remain con- 
stantly on guard a short distance 
away in the woods and that if he 
made any kind of outcry the tube 
which admitted air to him would 
immediately be stopped up.’’ 

The message added that the 
‘‘Knights,”’ instead of keeping watch, 
merely abandoned Passa] last Satur- 
bn night to his fate.

Addressing the Liberal Federa- 
tion conference at Nottingham, the 
most vigorous political opponent of 
Prime Minister MacDonald said: 

“This government thinks that it 
has got the whole country behind 
it, and it will say, ‘We want a ma- 
jority over all parties in Parliament,’ 
and it will pick its quarrel. Be ye 
therefore ready.” 

About the time the British Prime 
Minister was setting foot on Amer- 
ican soil on his peace mission the 
Liberal leader was telling the world 
the Liberals would fight the next 
time as a.united party with better 
prospects than the last time, when 
they polled 5,300,000 votes, against 
Labor’s 8,362,000 and the Conserva- 
tives’ 8,664,000, yet hold only fifty- 
nine seats.

Dress Creations Are Sent by Air 
Express, Bureau “Reports. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.— About 
5,845,000 pounds of air express were 
carried in the United States during 


the past three years, and inquiries 
indicate that many American mer- 
chants are beginning to avail them- 
selves of this high-speed service, ac- 
cording to Harry H. Blee, chief of 
the Division of Airports and Aero- 
nautics Information, of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 

“Through the use of air express 
merchants in cities remoyed from 
the style centres have been able to 
offer the latest style creations days 
in advance of thier competitors,’’ Mr. 
Blee said. 

Many other commodities are be- 
ing shipped by air, including machin- 
ery and machine parts, builders’ hard- 
ware, fruits, vegetables, cut flowers, 
newspapers, jewelry, advertising cuts 
and mats, currency and bullion, mo- 
tion picture films and specifications 
for building projects, Mr. Blee said. 

While general traffic of almost 
any type can be sent by: air express, 
Mr. Blee stated, present shipments 
are usually limited to those with a 
value not exceeding $5,000, including 





money and-securities. Single pieces 
may be shipped which do not weigh 
over 200 pounds..

Says They Fail to Show Whether 
City Lost or Made Money on Fer- 
ries and Cost of Services. 


Fiorello H. La Guardia, Republican 
candidate for Mayor, opened a new 
attack last night upon Albert Gold- 
man, Commissioner of Plant and 
Structures, for keeping ‘‘inadequate 
and incomplete’’ reports of municipal 
operations.

He charged that the commission- 
er’s three reports to the Mayor cov- 
ering the first three years of the 
Walker Administration were all is- 
sued together last August, although 
they bore earlier dates. One: was 
dated a year and four months and 
another one year and six months af- 
ter the conclusion of the periods they 
concerned, Mr. La Guardia asserted. 

Among the_ serious omissions 
which the Republican candidate said 
he found in the reports were whether 
the city ferries made or lost money, 
what was the exact cost of the ‘‘sun- 
dry operations’’ of Mr. Goldman’s 
department and how much gasoline 
and oil his central motor repair shop 
furnished to city automobiles. 


Calls Reports Insult to Public. 


“The utter failure to fairly pre-

“The commissioner has stated in | 
one of his letters that since 1926 he 
had been making an intensive ‘study | 
of his department ‘with a view of | 
correctly, efficiently and economical- 
ly administering the work.’

OTTAWA, Oct. 4.—Th* United 
States is going to erect a legation 
building in Ottawa, and last year pur- 
chased a site, but construction was 
not stated and taxes have accumu- 
lated on the property. 

All the-Dominion Government prop- 
erty in Ottawa is exempt from taxa- 
tion, though there are generous 
grants to the city in lieu thereof. No 
exemption exists respecting lega- 
tions, several of which are in pros- 
pect, with the United States plans 
furthest advanced. 

As the Canadian Legation at Wash- 
ington is exempt from txation, the 
government here has decided to pay 
the taxes on the United States Lega- 
tion property until an arrangement 
covering all such property of outside 
governments is concluded with the 
municapal corporation of Ottawa.

Senator Overman Declares ‘Reds’

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—Objections 
by Senator Overman of North Caro- 
lina today blocked a move by Senator 
Wheeler of Montana to obtain Sen- 
ate approval of an investigation of 
the textile strike situation in, Mr..

Senator Wheeler answered that men 
and women were ‘‘hungry, starving, 
shot down and killed in the streets’’ 
of the mill villages. 

Mr. Overman refused to accept the 
resolution ‘‘at this time.’’ He said 
he favored it, but he wanted to dis- 
cuss it before it was approved. 

Supporting his resolution, Mr. 
Wheeler read a telegram from Wil- 
liam Green, president of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, saying the 
Senate would be ‘‘doing a great pub- 
lic service’ if it promptly authorized 
an inquiry. Fs 

Mr. Wheeler then asked that the 
tariff bill be temporarily laid aside 
while the resolution was considered. 

Objecting, Mr. Overman said: ,“‘T’Jl 
agree at the proper time, but I want’ 
the Senate to know the facts about 
the actions of the Communists. Agi- 
tators are going down South—foreign~- 
ers—and thousands of misrepresenta- 
tions have been made about condi-. 
tions there.”’ 

Senator Simmons of North Carolina 
asserted that the trouble at Marion 
was not due to wage disputes but to 
controversies over the closed-shop 
issue.

Unions at Toronto Meeting 
Plan Conference to End All 
Jurisdictional Disputes. 








FEDERATION WORK EXPANDS 





President Green Declares That Its 
Influence Is Increasing in the 
Economic -Werld.

TORONTO, Oct. 4.—Representa- 


tives of nearly 900,000 building trades 
workers in e United States and 
Canada made plans today to end the 
internecine strife in the pbuilding 
trades which has resulted in many 
strikes and large financial loss to 
builders and mec@anics in the last 
two years. 


Acting on urgent requests of build- | 


ing unions and employers’ associa- 
tions to put an end to the warfare 
involved when powerful international 
unions are deadlocked for months on 
jurisdictional questions, the building 
trades department of the American 
Federation of Labor decided to ar- 
range for a series of joint confer- 
ences with construction employers, 
architects, engineers and contractors. 

At the conferences, which will be 
attended by presidents of the inter. 
national unions in the building trades 
and spokesmen of the employing in- 
terests, new machinery for the peace- 
able adjustment of jurisdictiona) dis- 
putes will be discussed. The hope 
was expressed that a concrete plan 
to harmonize all factors would be 
worked out at the conferences which 
are to be arranged by the depart- 
ment’s executive council elected to- 
day. 

Appeals for action from the Build- 
ing Trades Employers’ Association of 
Boston and the Iowa State Federa- 
tion of Labor were read to the dele- 
gates. The Boston employers proe- 
posed that pending the adoption of a 
plan to end jurisdictional disputes a 
truce be called on strikes in order 
that the industry ‘‘might be rid of a 
destructive menace.”’ 

These disputes, it was said, caused 
a delay in large building projects and 
impelled building owners to hesitate 
before undertaking new — construc- 
tion. The letter stressed the neces- 
sity of removing unnecessary handi- 
caps from the building industry. 

The Iowa Federation emphasized 
the necessity of establishing public 
confidence in the building trades by 
adopting a harmonious method of 
settligg jurisdictional disputes. Its 
letter pointed out that there has 
been no machinery for the settlement 
of such disputes since the building 
trades department severed its con- 
nection two years azo with the na- 
tional board for jurisdictional 
awards in the building industry. 

The proposal of President W. J. 
McSorley of the department for a 
tribunal of five union members to 
settle jurisdictional disputes was not 
approved. 

Elimination of jurisdictional dis- 
putes was uppermost in the mind of 
President William Green of the fed- 
eration, when he addressed the build- 
ing trades department today. He 
pointed out that such disputes had 
cost the industry, employers and em- 
pioyes many hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. He hoped that ‘‘within 
the trade union family’ a tribunal 
would be set up to meet the situa- 
tion. He predicted that if the prob- 
lem were adjusted satisfactorily the 
time would soon come when every 
building in the United States would 
be erected with union labor. 

President McSorley declared that 
the building industry would never be 
without its jurisdictional disputes be- 
cause new materials and new meth- 
ods are constantly being introduced. 

President Green- also spoke at: the 


closing sessions of the metal trades 
ani the label trades departments. 
He discussed the five-day week, thé 
problem of machine displacement of 


skilled workers, relief from injunc- 
tions and company unions. 

Mr. Green said the federation’s 
executive council would announce 
next week a substantial increase in 
membership. He spoke of the in- 
creasingly great influence exercised 
by the federation in the economic 
and industrial world and among ‘e- 
ligious, fraternal and civic bodies, 
and declared that the organization 
has “a greater influence for good 
ie at any time in its history.’’ 

‘“‘Every temporary setback has 
been an inspiration for greater ser- 
vice,’”’ he said. ‘‘The labor move- 


ment is no place for the faint- 
hearted, for soldiers unvvilling to 
fight.’’ 


r. Green also announced that the 
executive council, in cooperation 
with legal advisers, had drafted ‘‘a 
genuine piece of injunctive relief 
| legislation’’ which is to be intro- 
|duced into the next Congress. 

He envisaged the realization of the 
five-day week in the building trades 
as. virtuaJly accomplished, and was 
certain that those smaller towns 
where the shorter week docs not now 
prevail will ‘‘come into the fold 
soon.”’ 

Referring to discrimination in em- 
ployment against men over forty, 
Mr. Green said that the solution for 
that condition was one of the most 
important matters before the labor 
movement, and declared that it_has 
already attracted the attention ‘‘of 
every humanitarian.’’ He attacked 
company unions as a ‘‘character- 
istically American development” and 
believed that in time ‘‘those workers 
who have been deceived will turn 





‘to the democratic union for help.’’ 


The metal trades department de- 
cided to assist in a campaign for 
the organization of the 12,000 to 15,- 
000 metal workers in the South Chi- 
cago shops of the Pullman company, 
which, it was alleged, has reduced 


; wages in the last two years. 


The Building Trades Department 
adopted a resolution for a conference 
of international union presidents 
with the Motion Picture Producers’ 
Association in New York, to unionize 
construction work in Los Angeles 
studios and in the building of thea- 
tres. 

Another resolution petitioned the 
Federation to use its influence*with 
international unions so that local 
unions in New York affiliated with 
the International Hod Carriers Union 
should be employed in preference to 
‘“independent”’ laborers. 

William Hutcheson, president of 
the Brotherhood of Carpenters, whose 
300.000 members form the _ largest 
unit in the Building Trades Depart- 
ment, threatened to withdraw his 
‘organization if the department re- 
‘fused to reduce the per capita tax 
from three-quarters of a cent pcr 
member to half a cent, as recom- 
| mended by the executive council. 

The law committee reported against 
| the executive council, and the dele- 
| gates. sustained the committee. 
| President Green announced that he 
had invited Ramsay MacDonald to 
address the federation and had re- 
‘ceived a reply that the Prime Min- 
‘ister’s time was fully engaged for his 
lshort stay in Toronto. 

In an interview Mr. Green regret- 
ted the bloodshed in Marion, N. C., 
and said that the orgenization of the 
South would be one of the important 
matters before the convention. He 
asserted that the South was exploting 
‘not only its natural resources, but 
also its human resources.”’ 

“The killings in the South are ab- 
horrent to all men,’’ he said. ‘‘They 
are startling now only because the 
‘American people have _  forgitten 
,; Homestead, Latimer. Ludlow and 
;Cabin and Paint Creek. Men and 
women have died in al Inarts of the 
United States for the right to organ- 
ize.: The story of human progress 
is the story of sacrifice.’’ : 

President Green said that the min- 
ers’ union was ‘‘coming back,’’ that 
in Kentucky, West Virginia and Ten- 
nessee, ‘‘where employers had sought 
the destruction of the union,’’ they 
were now more inclined to permit or- 
ganization, ‘‘for they realize that the 
union is the one stabilizing influence 
in the industry.”’

THREATENED TO KILL WIFE 
Knocks Down Friendly Patrolman 
With Bludgeon, Then Takes His 
Pistol__Wounded 13 Times. 





Herman Lohn, a butcher with a 
wife and four children to suppor'. 
‘had been out of work for montks 
‘and daily was growing more despon- 
dent. A week ago he began drinking 
heavily. Last night, mad with liquor, 
he fell into a homicidal rage, trie3 
{to kill his wife, and at last was 
| riddled with bullets and buckshot in 
his apartment at 1,793 First Avenue, 
where he had barricaded himse]f. He 
was taken to Mount Sinai Hospital 
suffering from thirteen wounds, but 
it was believed he would recover. 

The police first knew of Lohn’s 
mania when his wife ran to the street 
crying for help. She found Patrol- 
man Anton Svoboda -of the East 
104th Street station at Ninety-second 
Street, a block from her home. Her 
husband had come home furious, she 
told the policeman, had threatened 
to kill her, and had chased her from 
room to room of their four-room 
flat, brandishing a butcher knife, 
until she had eluded him and run tuo 
the street.

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Governor Backs Warden’s Course. 


CANYON CITY, Col., Oct. 4 ().— 
Governor W. H. Adams _ tonight 
warmly endorsed Warden Francis E. 
Crawford’s handling of the peniten- 


tiary riot. In a statement to The As- | 
sociated Press the Governor said the 
refusal to grant the demands of the 
prisoners ‘‘saved a good many lives.”’ 

The statement was issued after the 
Governor had inspected the destruc- 
tion wrought by fire and fighting. 
The statement said in part: 

‘In my opinion the warden showed 
the very best Fay pate and, to my 
mind, he saved a great many lives 
by pursuing the policy he adopted 
at the outset of the mutiny.”’ 

Warden Crawford announced that 
a comprehensive investigation of the 
causes of the riot would be launched 
immediately. ; 

Meanwhile, strict disciplinary meas- 
ures were placed in force pending 
resumption of regular prison routine. 
’ Warden Crawford in a formal state- 
ment gave the reasons which led 
him to accept what was an apparent 
sacrifice of the lives of prison 
guards, in preference to capitulation 
to — of the mutinous con- 
victs. 

“We neéd not say that the riot at- 
the Colorado State Penitentiary is 
more than a regrettable incident,’’ 
the "Warden stated. ‘It was tragic 
in its conception and fe in its 
consequences. The. full import of 
the affair is yet to be realized. : 

“We feel, of course, that we 
adopted the only policy open to us 
under the circumstances. Out of 
hand, a half dozen desperate crim- 
inals cowed and terrorized the rest 
and delivered to the prison authori- 
ties successive ultimatums threaten- 
ing the murder of valued guards.

“away, can so dislocate the finan- 
“cial system of Great Britain. ad All 
that he can discover is that “there 
“must be something wrong and re- 
“quiring our attention.” “But Mr. 
SNOWDEN is old enough to remem- 
ber 1906, when a closely similar 
American speculative orgy drove up 
New York money rates to 2vu per 
cent when London discounts .com- 
manded less than 4, thereby provok- 
ing such a rush of London money 
into speculative Wall Street as com- 
pelled the export of {60,000,000 gold 
from London to New York and. cut 
down the Bank of Euy’and’s cwn _re- 
serve $45,000,000. It was-on that 
occasion that the London pank .not 
only raised its official discount rate 
from 4 per cent to 6, but called the 
Managers of the joint-stock banks 
together and threatened a 7 per cent 
bank rate if they did not curtatt 
their Wall Street loans.

the international bank, our own Fed- 
eral Reserve could have reminded 
him that in. 1920, notwithstanding 
the pooling in a “ settlement fund” 
of all the gold of the twelve Reserve 
Banks, the New York bank’s reserve 
was drawn so low that it had to re- 
discount $100,000,000 of its negotia- 
ble paper with other banks in the 
system. The situation which arose 
in 1906 and which has arisen again 
in 1929 is altogether abnormal, and 
it has to be combated by equally 
unusual measures of protection. But 
it has never lasted long. 





LESS NOISE? 
One recommendation of Mayor 
WALKER’s famous Committée on

of the subcommittee on Sanitation | 
and Harbor Pollution is not a matter 
‘of* public record. But there {t is. It 
was’ plainly written with feeling. 
An introductory statement sets 
forth the ‘difference between the 
noises of today and those of gener- 
ations past,.when the. principal .com- 
‘plaints came from persons who-ob- 
jected* to fiat, wheels ' ‘on ‘horse-cars, 
or the rattle of. carts over cobble- 
stones, or peanut-stand whistles, or 
the cries of hucksters and peddlers. 
“ Milk wagons continue to wake one 
“up in the early morning, as also 
“ does the removal of garbage-cans.” 
Cats must still be cats. But the din 
of riveting, the coming of the radio, 
the clatter of* trucks and the 
squawking. of automobile horns 
| have brought suffering to the ear- 
drums of this generation of city 
dwellers that their ancestors knew 
not. po. 
The evil is ant one which the city 
has suffered in‘silence’. For a long 
time health authorities and’ newsps- 
pers have bewailed the increasing 
din of metropolitan life. ‘But little 
has been done about it,, and it has 
grown ‘steadily worse. ‘The radio in 
the apartment next door: and the 
loud-speaker on the street have been | 
the subject of special complaint by 
harassed citizens. Lately The New 
York World took up, the cudgels 
against. the notse makers, and -at 
ldst the authorities and’ the civic 
associations seem to have reached 
the conclusion that it is time to do 
‘something to’ mitigate the’ evil.

Various -public groups 
have promised their cooperation, the 
Merchants’ Association making ‘a 
timely recommendation for a change 
in the building code to permit elec- 
tric welding, which is far less offen- 
sive to the ear than riveting. If ‘the

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UNCLE SAM’S COSTLY SHIPS. 


Controller General McCaRv’s re- 
‘port on the losses of the Shipping 
| Board is another indication that the 
time is at hand to make a final 
liquidation of the Government’s ship- 
ping interests. The conditions indi- 
cated are bad—large losses on the 
sale of vessels; contracts made with 
unsound ‘concerns; perhaps even 
favoritism. . It is. the last two 
charges in particular which deserve 
special examination by competent 
authorities. The losses on the sale 
of ships at rates far below cost are 
already common knowledge. - 

For the latter the Shipping Board 
is not altogether to blame. It will 
be recalled that during the war and 
in the months immediately follow- 
ing the armistice many ships were 
built by the Government. Construc- 
tion costs in those days were high. 
When the business depression began 
in 1920 the world was glutted with 
ships. Yet the Shipping Board sold 
a number of vessels at a profit. 
Some of the contracts were not car- 
ried out owing to financial difficul- 
ties inherent in the general depres- 
sion. In later years the Government 
was faced with the alternatives of 
operating the remainitg’ ships at a 
loss or of selling them at a loss, or 
of keeping them—at a cost. It dal- 
lied with all three. The Merchant 
Fleet Corporation, which . operated 
the Government lines, piled up a 
large deficit each year. In 1924 
this’ amounted to $41,000,000 and in 
1928 to $16,000,000. The Shipping 
Board itself sold ships which haa 
cost in the neighborhood of $200 
a ton for $30 a ton. In 1928 nine 
vessels were sold at approximately 
$3 per deadweight ton. Many others 
are still unsold and unused.

Before the American Public Health 
Association, in “annual meeting ‘at 


sounded against , popular misappre- 
hensions about the increased dura- 
tion of life in the ‘last half’ century. 
Gradually: people are learning that 
when ‘1t is said that in this: period 
the span of life has been lengthened | 
by ‘twenty. years it -does not mean 
that the biblical norm of threescore 
and,ten has been pushed forward. ‘to 
within striking distance of one hun- 
dred.

With the years the marginal gain 
in life expectancy shrinks, until .at 
the age of 40 the chances of long 
life are. no greater than they were 
fifty “years” ago. Indeed, since the 
year 1920 there has. been a slight 
decline -in-life expectancy at. 40: 
The death’ rate from. degenerative 
diseases is rising. Hard-boiled 
Tories and enthusiastic eugenists 
say that’ we * succeed in saving 
weaklings from diphtheria : and 
scarlet fever. in order to pile ‘up, a 
harvést for’ heart disease and can- 
cer.

The shake-up on Thursday in the 
medical staff of Coney Island Hos- 
pital in Brooklyn was the first step 
in the reorganization, it was learned, 
and was a preliminary to the estab- 
lishment at the hospital of an in- 
struction unit in connection with the 
medica] school of Long Island Col- 
lege Hospital. 

Dr. Schroeder admitted that a com- 
plete change of staff similar to the 
one made at the Coney Island insti- 
tution was planned for other city in- 
stitutions. Not all the hospitals will 
be included in the shake-up, how- 
ever, and wherever possible the pres- 
ent staff members will be retained, 
he said. 


Existing Schools to Cooperate. 


The medical school instruction 
units will be established by cooper- 
ation with existing medical schools, 
Dr. Schroeder said. He pointed out 
that Bellevue Hospital already has 
an instruction unit established in 
connection with the New York Uni- 
versity, Cornell, and Physicians and 
Surgeons medical schools. The plan 
used there will be followed, he said. 

Negotiations are now being com- 
pleted for post-graduate instruction 
to be given at Harlem Hospital in 
cooperation with the Academy of 
Medicine beginning Jan. 1, Dr. 
Schroeder announ¢ed. While the 
name of the hospitai in which the 
next complete shax+ap in the med- 
‘ical staff is planned 1s not definitely 
known, there have been rumors in 
medical circles for some time ‘that 
Dr. Schroeder was planning a shake- 
up at the Harlem institution. 

Flower Hospital already has a med- 
ical school instruction unit at Metro- 
politan Hospital and it is expected 
that this will be continued. While it 
is understood that plans have not 
“been made yet for the instruction 
units to be placed in all of the twenty- 
six city hospitals, Dr. Schroeder said 
that plans are now. being considered, 
in addition to those already men- 


tioned, for,units at Cumberland and 
Greenpoint Hospitals in Brooklyn 
and for a post-graduate unit at City 
Hospital on Welfare Island. 

Kings County and Kingston Ave- 
nue Hospitals in Brooklyn have been 
working for some time under an in- 
formal arrangement with the Medical 
School of Long Island College Hos- 
pital, and it is expected that this 
arrangement will now be made more 
definite. 


Wants Better Service. 

Dr. Schroéder pointed out that 
there are at present only five under- 
graduate medical sehools in the city 
which might establish instruction 
units at city hospitals. They include 
New York University, Cornell, Phy- 
sicians and Surgeons of Columbia, 


Flower Hospital and Long Island Col- | 


lege Hospital.. 

‘The medical school units are-to be 
established in the city hospitals for 
the express purpose of improying 
the' service in the hospitals," Dr. 
Schroeder said in explaining his plan. 
‘“‘The teaching of students in any 
hospital makes for better service. It 
is the patient who gains. 

‘Perhaps it will be best explained 
if I say that no doctor would dare 
be careless in a city hospital where 
there is an instruction unit. His 
etudents are there to check him up, 
and his reputation in his profession 
is going to be: largely in the’ hands 
of the students, who are observing 
every action. 

“Not only that, but by teaching we 
all learn. The best work I am sure 
is done by the teacher in the hospital 
ward. Wherever it is possible, and 
I hope it will be: possible in ‘all the 
city hospitals. we will have instruc- 
tion not in graduate or in undergrad- 
uate work alone, but in both. The 
teaching units will be of the highest 
standards possible, and our. schools 
will all be recognized institutions.”’ 

Dr. Schroeder first discussed the 
advantages of a teaching unit in a 
hospital last Spring when plans for 
one of the largest medical centres in 
the world to be established in Brook- 
lyn were made public. This centre 
was to be established through the 
cooperation of Long Island College 
Hospital Medical Schoo] and four in- 
dependent . hospitais, among: thém 
Kings County Hospital. } 

It was stated that other hospitals 
might be included in the plan later. 
Dean Adam Miller of Long Island 
College Hospital refused to comment 
last night on what effect the instruc- 
tion unit ‘of his school in Coney 
Island Hospital would

| Indictments filed yesterday by the 
| Federal grand jury charge five men, 
four of them lawyers, with perjury, 
|! concealment of assets, the presenta- 
tion of false proof and conspiracy. 
The evidence on which the indict- 
ments are based was gathered in an 


investigation into bankruptcy, con- 
ducted by Colonel William J. Dono- 
van as counsel for the three.,bar 
associations. 

The inquiry was before Federal 
Judge Thacher and as soon‘'as the 
inquiry into each case was concluded. 
the evidence, if it indicated viola- 
tion of the bankruptcy law, was sent 
to United States Attorney Tuttle for 
presentation to the grand jury. 
Charges are pending against other 
lawyers whose acts as‘attorneys, re- 
ceivers and trustees in bankruptcy 
were investigated. The number of 
those awaiting disposition, it was 
said, does not exceed three. 

The accused lawyers are Ogden D. 
Budd Jr., Sidney Fertig and William 
Weiss of 217 Broadway and Abraham 
Yarchover. Fe and Weiss are 
named in two indictments. 

Budd and Weiss are charged with 
 dichcarery J false evidence in the 

ankruptcy of the Vulcan Button 
Works, Inc. Federal Judge Francis 
A. Winslow, who recently resigned 
from the bench, named Seaman Mil- 
ler as referee. Budd, it is alleged, 
employed by Weiss as custodian, re- 
ceived payment at the rate of $5 a 
day for thirty-nine days and signed 
an affidavit that he devoted his en- 
tire time to his duties as custodian. 
It developed in the inquiry that dur- 
ing the same period he was also cus- 
todian, at the same daily remunera- 
tion, in four other bankruptcies. It 
was also alleged that at the same 
time he attended the New York 
Law School. 

In another indictment Weiss is 
named with Ogden D. Budd Sr., who 
is not a lawyer, on charges of pre- 
senting false proof and perjury in 
the bankruptcy of the Henry T. 
Price Press, Inc. Judge Winslow ap- 
pointed William C. Duell referee. 
Budd, it is charged, was named as 
custodian by Weiss, and got pay for 
twenty-three days at $5 a day, swear- 
ing that he had no other employ- 
ment. Evidence indicated that at 
the same time he had been employed 
as custodian for the bankrupt estate 
of Fish & Fried, Inc. Weiss is 
charged with having ‘‘counseled, 
commanded, procured and induced”’ 
Budd to vioiate the law. 

Sidney Fertig is charged with con- 
cealing assets from the receiver in 
the bankruptcy of W. Berman & Co., 
Inc. <A _ similar charge is made 
against him in the bankruptcy of 
Feldman & Leibowitz, Inc. In the 
first case the defendant was the at- 
torney for the receiver, and in the 
second case was attorney for the 
trustee. 

Abraham Yarchover is charged 
with conspiracy to conceal assets in 
the bankruptcy of Rubin Morgen- 
besser.

J ustice Siddons Refuses to Free Sinclair; 
_ Holds That Sentences Are Not Concurrent. 





WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—Another 
effort to get Harry F. Sinclair out 
of the District of Columbia jail 
failed today when Justice Siddons 
refused to sign a certificate calling 
for Sinclair’s release on Sunday. 

Sinclair was first committed to the 
District jail on May 6 to serve three 
months for contempt of the Senate 
based on his refusal to answer ques- 
tions in the Teapot Dome investiga- 
tion. On June 22 he was ordered to 
serve another six months under a 
decision by the Supreme Court for 
the employment of detectives to 
shadow the jury in the ‘first Fall- 
Sinclair trial, being held in contempt 
of court. 

Sinclair’s- attorneys contended that 
as the sentences ran concurrently 
the six months’ sentence began to 
operate when he entered the jail on 
May 6. : 

Justice Siddons, before whom the 
contempt occurred, ruled today that 
the plea set up an erroneous inter- 
pretation of the law. 

Major W. L. Peake, superintendent 
of the jail, presented a certificate 
which recited that Sinclair was com- 
mitted May 6 and with good conduct 
allowances was entitled to release on 
the 6th of this month.

FAIL AGAIN TO MEET 
TRUCKMEN’S TERMS 


Operators Ask 24-Hour Delay 
to Consider Demands in 
Threatened Strike. 











Believe Tie-Up Would Cause Great 
Waste of Perishable Goods— 
Action Expected Sunday. 





Drivers and operators failed again 
yesterday to reach a settlement of 
the threatened trucking strike that 
would tie up haulage of New York’s 
supply of fruit and vegetables from 
railroad terminals. 

‘Local 202 of the International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters and Chauf- 
feurs, claiming a membership of 2,000 
men including all those engaged in 


this class of trucking, stood on its 
demands for an eight-hour day and 
time-and-a-half for overtime when its 
officers met those of the Market 
Truckmen’s Association at the lat- 
ter’s office at 103 Park Place. 
Officers of the association refused 
to discuss the situation, but Joseph 
Hanwright, president of the local, 
announced that they had requested a 
twenty-four hour postponement of 
the meeting in which to discuss the 
drivers’ demands anew with their 
memberhip. This was the first indi- 
cation that the operators would even 
consider making any concessions. 
The association’s representatives 
declined to say when they would hold 
another meeting but it was said by 
truckmen along West Street and 
Chambers Street near the waterfront 
that it was.to take place in the Park 
Place office at 10 o’clock this ‘morn- 
ing, before continuing the meeting 
with the drivers’ representatives, 
scheduled for noon. Several truck 
.operators, while professing ignorance 
of the stand to be taken by their 
organization, predicted that a strike 
probably would begin Sunday night, 
at the conclusion of the Jewish holi- 
days. Millions of dolJars’ worth of 
perishable goods were lost when such 
a strike took place here a few years 


ago. 

Colonel M. J. Reagan, mediator for 
the New York State Department of 
Labor, who had _ conferred with 
parties to both sides of the dispute, 
said that offers of arbitration had 
been rejected. He said that he saw 
no immediate danger, but that the 
situetion was ‘‘pretty tense,’’ and 
“If the drivers have got it into their 
h2ads they are going to strike, that’s 
what they’!] do.” 

Neither he nor truck operators who 
were interviewed thought it likely 
that the meeting of operators would 
bring about a complete surrender to 
the demands of the drivers and the 
latter, they said, showed no disposi- 
tion to compromise. The drivers are 
paid $40 to $45 weekly at present, 
Colonel Reagan said. ‘

Webster B. -Todd, is now engaged 
for John D. Rockefeller Jr. in the 
restoration of Williamsburg, Va., 
and in the building of apartment 
houses at North Tarrytown. Both 
corporations will have charge of the 
negotiation of leases in addition to 
the development work. 


Lease Runs for 87 Years. 


The announcement 'of this arrange- 
ment was made by Colonel Arthur

One of the principal questions un- 
Aer discussion, it was indicated, was 
what the position of the bankers’ 
committee would be with respect to 
Mexican payments provided the 
e¢laims commissions were suppressed 
and block settlement agreed upon. 


No Interference Planned. 


Nothing in the present discussions, 
't was made plain, was of such a 
nature as to suggest outside inter- 
ference with the finances of Mexico, 
the entire concern of the confer- 
ence being to erdeavor to work out 
some systematic method ' whereby 
Mexican payments could be made to 
foreign bondholders and claimants 
with the least hardship upon Mexico 
and the greatest convenience to the 
bondholders and claimants. 

The two claims commissions are 
eosting the United States Govern- 
ment in the neighborhood of $300,000 
a@ year to maintain, while Mexico i- 
paying about $500,000 a year in sup- 
port of various claims commissions. 

This expense, it is asserted. is ex- 
erbitant. for Mexico, and might be 
applied on its foreign indebtedness 
to good purpose, since the total 
amount set aside for payment on 
Mexican foreign indebtedness last 
year was 20.000.000 pesos. With some 
4.000 claims still to be heard before 
thé Ameriean-Mexican commissions, 
it is pointed out that the bodies are 
apt to continue in session for a long 
time unless some block settlement 
is made. . 


Domestic Payments Proposed. 


If such a decision should eventual- | 
ly be reached it is believed that a’ 


lump sum payment would be agreed 
upon after Mexican claims against 
the United States had been balanced 
against American claims against 
Mexico, and payments would be made 
by each government to'its own na- 
tionals on a pro rata basis. In the 
United States, as presumably in Mex- 
ico, it.is stated, a domestic claims 
commission would Pa be set up 
for the purpose of adjudicating the 
elaims. 

It is understood that the United 
States Government is interested in 
seeing that money would ‘be forth- 
coming to cover any lump sum pay- 
ment on claims, either coincidentally 
or in advance of the satisfaction of 
claims represented by the bankers’ 
committee. 

It is expected that the claims com- 
missions, the duration of which re- 
cently was extended for two years, 
will resume their functions in the 
near future and continue in the ab- 
sence of any new agreement for a 
lump sum settlement.

FINDS JEWISH FEELING 
UNITED BY ARAB RIOTS 


Dr. Margoshes, Back on Beren- 
garia From Palestine, Sees Home- 
land Movement Farthered. 


The main body of Arabs are not 
concerned with the Nationalist ques- 
tion in Palestine, accerding to Dr. 
Samuel Margoshes, executive of the 
Jewish Agericy and editor of The 
Day, who returned yesterday on the 
Berengaria from Palestine where he 
witnessed the massacres of last 
month. Dr. Margoshes said the 


main question was that of antiquity 
against modernism, and that only a 
small group resented the commercia) 
advance of the Jewish population of 
Jerusalem. 

Dr. Margoshes was in the street 
where the first blood was shed. He 
declared that the riot would have as- 
sumed immense proportions had it 
not been for the Jewish Self Defense, 
an organization which he admitted 
was existing illegally. The 140 Brit- 
ish policemen, sole protectors of the 
country, remained within their gar- 
risons for three days after the out- 
break and never emerged to stop the 
killing, he asserted. 

Dr. Margoshes said he did not be- 
lieve that there was ‘‘any incompati- 
bility between the Arabs and the 
Jews in Palestine.’ He added that 
the recent troubles had tended to ce- 
ment Jewish feeling and increase 
hopes for a Jewish homeland instead 
of acting as a deterrent in the move.

SHIPPERS WILL APPEAL 
IN EASTERN RATE CASE 


Committees Arrange to Submit 
Evidence of Large Rail Earn- 
ings to 1. C.C. 


Members of the Trunk Line and 
New England Shippers Committee, 
which was organized some months 
ago under the leadership of the Mer- 
chants Association, met yesterday in 
the assembly room of the association 
and agreed to petition the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for reopening 
of the eastern class rate case in order 
to put on the record evidence of the 
large earnings by the railroads this 
year. 

William H. Chandler, manager of 
the traffic bureau of the association, 
who, as chairman of the committee, 
presided at the meeting, said after- 
ward that a similar meeting had 
been held simultaneously in Chicago 
and that it was likely western ship- 
pers would join in asking for reopen- 
ing of the case. 

The evidence which it is proposed 
to submit to the commission shows 
that in the first seven months of 1929 





the railroads involved increased their 
net operating income by $63,000,000 
from the same period last year, indi- 
cating a total increase for the year 
of $108,000,000. It is held that in 
view of these earnings the roads are 
not entitled to the additional $60,000 
000 which they would earn under 
the scale recommended by the ex- 
aminer in the case. 

A report se! 
was read by E. E. Williamson, coun- 
sel for the shippers committee. Mr. 
Williamson, Mr. Chandler and Wil- 
bur La Roe, the latter representing 
the Port of New York Authority, 
were appointed a committee to make 
the application to the commission. 

Mr. Williamson said that the value 
of the roads as fixed by the commis- 
sion on Dec. 1, 1920 was $8,212,- 
492,000 which additions and better- 
ments had increased to $10,272,531,- 
000 on Dec. 31, 1928. On this valua- 
tion the roads are earning a return 
of 6.72 per cent although the legal 
rate is 5.75 per cent, he asserted.

SEIBERLING. IN MOVE 
TO STABILIZE RUBBER 


Back From Europe, He Tells of 
Conference With World’s 
Leading Growers. 





F. A. Seiberling, president of the 
Seiberling Rubber Company, who re- 
turned from Europe yesterday on the 
Berengaria, said plans to stabilize 
the price of crude rubber on a basis 
that would encourage planting were 
mapped out at a conference in Lon- 
don last week. 

The conference, he said, was at- 
tended by twenty-five members of 
the Rubber Growers’ Association, all 
of whom approved the stabilization 
plan. Besides Mr. Seiberling, Ameri- 
can rubber interests were represent- 
ed by Edgar B. Davis, a large 
stockholder in the Goodyear and 
United States Rubber companies, 
and Walter B. Mahony, a director of 
the Goodyear Company and publish- 
er of The North American Review. 

“Our interest as American manu- 
facturers,’’ said Mr. Seiberling, ‘‘is 
to secure an adequate supply of 
crude rubber at a reasonable price. 
In the past a monstrous situation 
has obtained. In one year prices 
fluctuated from 12 cents to $1.20 a 
pound. This instability of price has 
cost American manufacturers $300,- 
000.000 a year. Naturally, we want to 
terminate it. 

“The conference in London had an 
international aspect and there is 
every reason to believe that its re- 
sults will be far-reaching and benefi- 
cial to the rubber industry. The lead- 
ing Holland grower, who virtually 
controls the production of Sumatra, 
was represented, together with the 
leading interests of the United States 
and England.’’

Spottiness Still Noticed in Heavy 
Lines—New Record Made by 
Pig Iron Production. 





Marked irregularities in the weath- 
er and unsettlement in the specu- 
lative markets have had no parallel 
in‘ strictly commercial tendencies in 


the, last week, and retail trade has 
shown even more advancement than 
usual, according to the weekly re- 
views of business and trade. These 
hold, too, that .a slight irregularity 
in the two fields named differs 
vastly from unsettlement: 

R. G. Dun’s weekly review of bus- 
iness says in part: 

“With prices for many securities 
falling rapidly from an apparently 
overextended position, there has 
been a more general disposition to 
appraise the existing economic con- 
ditions. Signs of a contraction of 
activity in some branches of enter- 

rise, particularly in the great steel 
ndustry, have been stressed in va- 
rious instances, but not in all cases 
has full allowance been made for 
preceding exceptional achievements. 

t does not seem illogical, after all 
that has been accomplished in the 
way of business expansion in the 
nine months just past, to witness a 
slackening in some.lines now, even 
though this is a period when an up- 
turn is ordinarily looked for. 


No Wide Trade Recession. 


“Results thus far this Autumn 


should be viewed with consideration 
of the fact that the Summer let- 
down was appreciably less marked 
than usual, and with the further 
recognition that several new high 
records already have been at- 
tained. Nething has occurred to 
indicate that widespread trade re- 
cession is under way, and statistics 
of railroad freight traffic show, 
week after week, that distribution 
of merchandise remains at a no- 
tably high level. The adverse turn 
in agricultural prospects, which has 
been accentuated in some sections 
by severe storms, has a bearing on 
the future purchasing power, but 
higher prices afford at least a par- 
tial compensation for reduced crops. 

‘‘Another new high record has been 
set for pig iron output, the Septem- 
ber make eclipsing all performances 
for the period. At 115,553 tons, the 
daily rate last month rose 13.2 per 
cent above that for September, 1928, 
although being 4.6. per: cent below 
the average for August of the pres- 
ent year.”
